TV SCHOOL FOR 
VIOLENCE 
A federally sponsored research team reports that 
violent television programs contribute to aggressiveness 
in children. This conclusion came in one of four 
reports issued after 2 years of research for the Surgeon 
General's 
Scientific 
Advisory 
Commission 
on 
Television and Social Behavior. 
The report said that Saturday morning cartoon 
shows, among the favorite children’s programs, were 
among the most violent in the 1968*1969 studies. Of 
children questioned after seeing TV shows, those who 
saw violent programs consistently showed more 
aggressive tendencies than 
similar children who 
watched nonviolent shows. 
Children often reproduce aggressive acts modeled on 
television. A team headed by Robert M. Liebert of the 
State University of New York at Stony Brooke and 
Robert A. Baron of Purdue University said that 
repeated exposure to television aggression can lead 
children to accept what they have seen as a partial 
guide for their own actions: "As a result, the present 
entertainment offerings of the television medium may 
be contributing, in some measure, to the aggressive 
behavior of normal children." 
Our children are the wave of the future. The future 
quality of American life depends on the way they are 
raised. We cannot afford to have our television 
"entertainment" indoctrinating our children with a 
mindless attitude towards violence, which makes it 
appear as the normal means with which men confront 
their daily problems. Perhaps such an overdose of TV 
violence helps to explain why, during the past few 
years, there has been such a facile acceptance of 
violence by youngsters on the campus and in the 
ghetto.

youngsters, trying to effect improvements through 
violence, have been schooled by thousands of hours of 
TV violence to accept violence as normal.

SMITHSONIAN ANNIVERSARY 
In 1831 
Alexis de Tocqueville observed that 
Americans neglected science, literature and the arts in 
favor of practical concerns. This was so, he wrote in 
Democracy in American, because of "their strictly 
Puritanical origin, their exclusively commercial habits. 
. , and the proximity of Europe, which allows them to 
neglect 
these 
pursuits 
without 
relapsing 
into 
barbarism." He would not have been surprised that the 
first American foundation for scientific research was 
inspired by an English chemist, James Smithson. 
Smithson willed his fortune to the United States in 
1838, "to found in Washington, under the name of the 
Smithsonian 
Institution, 
an 
establishment 
for 
the increase and diffusion of knoweldge among men." 
His bequest of half a million dollars was larger than the 
endowment of any existing American college. After 
eight years of debate over whether Americans should 
accept money from a foreigner, Congress passed 
legislation establishing the Institute. On Sunday, Sept. 
26, the Smithsonian celebrated its 125th year with 
ceremonies on the Mall, and anniversary exhibits and 
lectures. 
Six buildings have joined the original Smithsonian 
castle on the Mall. They house the Freer Gallery of 
Art, the Art and Industries Building, the Air and 
Space Building, the National Gallery of Art, National 
Museum of Natural History and National Museum of 
History and Technology. JNext year the Joseph H. 
Hirshhom Museum and Sculpture Garden will be 


added and, in 1976, a National Air and Space Museum 
is scheduled to open. Besides its function as showplace 
of American treasures, the Smithsonian sponsors 
scientific research and a variety of cultural programs.

It was blinders, however, that was recommended 
by local officials when reading a particular edition of Timmy's 
off-campus high school newspaper. 
In it, brainy Timmy attacked the Vietnam war as well as 
certain members of the school faculty with equal measure of 
vulgarity and obscenity. The result? He was suspended from 
school for 10 days and he challenged his suspension in court. 
“ High-school students should be seen,” answered the local 
officials, "and not obscene." 
“ Sometimes,” responded Timmy, “ th at’s the only way to 
make a point. And, under the Constitution, a person has a right 
to criticize wars, members of school systems and other issues of 
public concern. Certainly, a student can’t be suspended for 
exercising a Constitutional right. College students are doing it 
all the tim e.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you void Timmy’s 
suspension? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that 
high—school authorities are responsible for the morals of 
students. And, while the right of high-school students, to 
criticize and to dissent is protected, they may be more strictly 
curtailed in the mode of their expression and in other manners 
of conduct than college students In this case, concluded the 
judge, Timmy wasn’t suspended for his views, but for the 
improper manner in which he expressed them.

In it, brainy Timmy attacked the Vietnam war as well as 
certain members of the school faculty with equal measure of 
vulgarity and obscenity. The result? He was suspended from 
school for 10 days and he challenged his suspension in court. 
"High school students should be seen," answered the local 
officials, "and not obscene.’’ 
"Sometimes," responded Timmy, "that’s the only way to 
make a point. And, under the Constitution, a person has a right 
to criticize wars, members of school systems and other issues of 
public concern. Certainly, a student can’t be suspended for 
exercising a Constitutional right. College students are doing it 
all the time.’’ 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you void Timmy’s 
suspension? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that 
high-^chool authorities are responsible for the morals of 
students.
